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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 fails to conform to current U.S. practice because claims must be only 
one sentence long. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 1 is rendered indefinite by the phrase "were decocted" because the 
limitations of a claim should be drafted to include a positive statement. 

Claim 1 lacks an article before "Anti-atypical pneumonia decoction." Applicant 
may overcome the rejection by deleting "Anti-atypical", and adding An anti-atypical to 
place the claim in proper grammatical form. 

The metes and bounds of Claims 1-3 are uncertain because it is unclear as to 
the identification of the ingredients to which Applicant intends to direct the subject 
matter. Although the use of common names or traditional/ethnopharmacological names 
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is permissible in patent applications, the standard Latin genus-species name of each 
ingredient should accompany non-technical nomenclature as a means for identifying the 
subject botanical noted in this application. 

The metes and bounds of Claims 1-3 are rendered uncertain because the 
"weight parts" of the claim-designated ingredients are not set forth in terms of either "by 
weight" or "by volume" amount of the total composition. The lack of clarity renders the 
claims indefinite since the resulting claims do not clearly set forth the metes and bounds 
of the patent protection desired. 

Claims 2 and 3 lack an article before "Anti-atypical pneumonia decoction." 
Applicant may overcome the rejection by deleting "Anti-atypical", and adding The anti- 
atypical to place the claims in proper grammatical form. 

The metes and bounds of Claims 2 and 3 are rendered uncertain because the 
sentences lack a period; therefore, it is uncertain as to whether Applicant intends to 
direct the invention to further undisclosed limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
